— Our  mission  in  New  York  will  be  sharing  the  text  of  a 
draft  resolution  with  your  New  York  colleagues  on  Tuesday. 
June  3,  to  initiate  a round  of  consultations  to  reach  a 
consensus  text  for  adoption  during  the  debate. 

--  In  light  of  Secretary  of  State  Rice's  personal  involvement 
in  the  upcoming  Council  debate  on  this  issue,  we  are  bringing 
this  matter  to  your  attention. 

— We  urge  you  to  give  the  draft  resolution  your  favorable 
consideration .
